TERRIBLE^XPLOSION 


Car of Dynamite Dots Awful 


By ABeocfatcd Press to The Sun 


CRBSLiINB, Ohio, Nov. 2.—Onq of the 


most disastrous explosions ever known 
in railroading occurred here last night 
at 9 o'clock when a 
car 
containing 


dynamite exploded from a supposed 
collision or jar with another car and 
let go with Immense force, Immediately 
setting fire to every 
car 
within 
a 


radius of a quarter or a mile and then 
in turn starting n blaze at the adjoin- 
ing cars, until at 11 o'clock, it is said, 
nt lenflt 500 loaded and empty freight 
cars were burning. The explosion oc- 


curred at the west end of the immense 
Pennsylvania yards in this city and 
about two miles from the city proper. 
A holo forty feet deep was blown in 
the ground and the track wrenched in- 
to all kinds of shapes 
for 
a 
long 


distance. It will be many hours before 
travel can be resumed over this portion 
of the Penna's lines. 


The shock from the explosion was so 


terrific that it smashed windows, both 
plate and pane, and made many peo- 
ple sick because of the 
concussion.

disturbances, said to be due 
to 
the 


aurora borealis. caused great incon- 
venience to telegraph and telephone 
companies today. Telegraph wires in 
all directions from Chicago felt in the 
effect, in some localities causing a total 
cessation of business. Long distance 
telephone wires were similarly (effected, 
traffic being entirely suspended for sev- 
eral moments nt times. 
One report 


gave the cause as huge waves of elec- 
tric force passing through the earth, 
paralyzing the strength of the currents 
in the wires. The disturbance lasted 
eight hours. At its climax there were 
C75 volts of electricity—enough to kill 
a man—in the wires without tho bat- 
teries attached. An hour 
later 
the 


trouble had virtually disappeared. 


"It was the worst

turbance In 35 years," said Chief Oper- 
ator J. B. Pcttlt of the Postal Telegraph 
company.

prior to the fiscal year 1903, when they 
were 3,610,225 tons, or a little more thun 
1 per cent of the domestic production, 
while tho highest figure ever reached 
in exports was In 1901, when It amount- 
ed to 7,675,649 tons.

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Our Com Crop and the Uses to Which It Is Put 
S 


O much of the corn crop of the 


country has already been har- 
vested that all fears o£ a disas- 
trous shortage have been dis- 


pelled. 
At one time it wns thought 


that the crop would be a practical fail- 
ure owing to the lateness of the sea- 
son 
But Dame Nature, whose frowns 


had been frequent in the early summer; 
later smiled her pleasanlcst smile, with 
the result that the crop In the main 
may bo said to be surprisingly good. 
And the corn area of the United States 
Is no niggardly parcel of land, and, al- 
though we are accustomed to hear of 
the "four great corn states, 
it is a 


tact that tins grain Is cultivated from 
the most easterly county of Maine to 
Puget sound and from the Hcd river 


V1,llev almost to the Everglades of 
Florida 
This it is that has enabled 


the United States to take rank as the 
rrcatest corn country in the world, 
•.nd it Is this also thnt has given Im- 
pel lie to the many Industries which 
owe their being to the manifold uses 
to which corn may be put. for corn is 
no longer regarded as a mere food 
product. That, of courpc. is its greatest 
value- but, astonlfhing us It may seem, 
there iire today more than seventy 
products in general use having corn as 
v basic ••lenient, and the list is yearly 
growing longer. 
So important Is the 


byproduct utilization of corn deemed 
that several schools of technology, not- 
ably the Massachusetts State institute 
of Technology, where the question was 
first looked into by students, deem it 
one of the most Important branches of 
study in their theoretical laboratories 
and are In no small measure giving val- 
uable assist mice and timely hints to 
our manufacturers. 


Undoubtedly the leading byproduct of 


corn Is starch, which was first extract- 
ed nearly seventy years ago by Thomas 
Klngsford, an English rhemlst who had 
a laboratory at Bergen, N. J.. and to- 
day nearly all ihe starch used in the 
United Slates Is made from corn. The 
modern process of extraction is simpl 
and yt very Iiilcrcsllne.1 Tho. shclle< 
corn is placed In tmsc vats. 1,000 bush 
els of corn to 8,000 gallons of water 
and Into these vats a small proportloi 
of sulphuric acid is poured, the cffcc 
of the acid being to soften the kerne 
and release the glutinous matter. Aft 
cr standing In the vats for nearly a daj 
and a half the water is withdrawn, am 
the residuary mass is passed througl 
mills, being ultimately given nnothe 
bnth somewhat similar to the first. Th 
starch then remains at the bottom o 
the vats, whence It Is removed, drie> 
and sold for cooking, laundering or can 
dy making purposes. Even the water I 
which the grain has been washed i 
not wasted, for chemists have found 
Wiiy of extracting frum it phosphates 
and albuminoids. 


Glucose is another exceedingly valu- 


able corn byproduct. 
Together with 


grape sugar, it is a derivative of oorn- 
Blareh, the process of obtaining it being 
very complicated and involving the use 


f carbonate of sod;i, muriatic acid and 
rent pressure. Confectioners use the 
lucose In large quantities, and It is 
urgely employed in making preserves 
nd fruit sirups. For long there was u 
real prejudice against it. as it was 
oemcd a harmful ingredient, but cliem- 
sts have to -no small extent removed 
his prejudice by tests which go lo 
how that the glucose is u healthful 
iroduut. 
The grape sugar goes to 


irewers and wine mutters and differs 
rom cane sugar in that U does not ntit- 
urally crystalline. A year or so ago, 
lowever, a St. Louie man took out pat- 
nts for -a process of making tlie grape 
ugar crystallize, and it Is said that he 
s upbuilding a, profitable industry. 
Even before1 the corn becomes starch 
wo valuable byproducts are extracted 
'rom it, corn bran and gluten meal, 
joth of which arc cattle foods rich In 
Ubumlnous substances. They are com- 
nonly used, for example, on dairy 
'arms, where they are mixed with the 
>rdinary fodder for the purpose of Im- 
proving the quality and quantity of the 
nilk. The starch itself yields still an- 
other derivative, dextrin., which is put 
.0 many uses. By ti eating it with nl- 
ric acid and baking it the dextrin af 
"ords a good substitute for gum arable 
and as such is employed wherever a 


ire now hard at work on experiments1 
which may result in its application in 
muny other directions. 


The process of transforming Ihe corn 


into stover, or cattle food, In one of the 
most interesting features of the corn 
harvest. By the UHC of huge "fodder 
shredding corn hunkers," as the ma- 
chines for this purpose* are called, the 
stalks are torn, cut and bruised into the 
consistency 
desired 
by 
the 
fanner, 


being first passed through what are 
named "snapping rolls," whereby the 
eara are torn from them and dropped 
Into the "husking rolls." The motive 
power of this valuable adjunct to mod- 
ern agriculture is the ordinary portable 
engine used for thrashing machines,

The alarm caus- 
ed much contusion and extreme excite- 
ment.

Charleston yard If It is to be developed 
into a statio'n of moderate efficiency, say" 
the report; also at New Orleans.

Awful Tragedy in New 


YorkTenement House 


Many Daring Rescues by Firemen 


—All Means of Escape Cut Oft 
—It is Believed the Fire Was 
of Incendiary Origin 


By A«>od«t«d Prem to The Sun 


NEW YORK. Nov. 2.—Twenty-one 


knen, three women and a lO-montha- 
old babe were burned to dnath or suf- 
focated in a flre that started early yes- 
terday morning in the live-story tene- 
ment house at 426 llth avenue, which 
the police and coroner believe to have 
been of incendiary origin. 


Some of the peculiar features of the 


disaster, In addition to the startling 
]oss of life, are that the fire was prac- 
tically extinguished In 20 minutes, that 
the police could learn of but one per- 
son being Injured, other than those 
;who lost their lives, and that the prop- 
erty loss was only {7000.

FIRE ESCAPE OPENINGS CHOKED. 


The only person injured, so far us 


can be learned, is Mary Jane Qulnn, 47 
years old, who was burned about the 
face and hands and severely .bruised 
by leaping from a second floor fire- 
escape to the ground. 


In several apartments in the tene- 


ment Hallowe'en parties were in prog- 


ress, and the guests at 
these 
added 


greatly to the number nf 
persons In 


the house, and made the crush and 
jam to escape more than it ordinarily 
would have been. 


Although plentifully 
provided with 


fire-escapes, front and 
rear, 
escape 


was cut off a few minutes after the 
flre started by the bodies of the dead 
becoming wedged In the openings lead- 
ing to the ladders. 


The flre had been burning for Home 


minutes before it was discovered. It 
had started in the basement and, rush- 
ing upward, had attacked the stairway 
leading to the apartments. 


In a short time the flames had so 


enveloped the stairway 
that 
egress 


from the building by It was impossible. 
The house from the third to the fifth 
floor was entirely destroyed. 


At the windows, front 
and 
rear, 


bodies of men and women were jam- 
med, showing that a desperate struggle 
to set free had resulted In the com- 
plete choking of these exits to the fire- 
escapes, and had been the cause of a 
number of the inmates 
being 
suffo- 


cated. 


Perhaps the most tragic sight was 


that which the firemen saw on a bed 
alongside a winnow at the rear of the 
fourth floor, where were the bodies of 
five men. Each had clutched the one 
~~.\t to him in an endeavor to push 


TI mvay in order to get to the fire- 
cape outside. 
SAD ALMOST REACHED ESCAPE. 
The features of the men were distort- 


ed, some with ranc, others with agony, 
and in two instances the 
men 
had 


gripped each other so hard that blood 
had been drawn and had run over their 
hands. 
On the third floor were found 
the 


bodies of llaculeta VlngiRuerro Dcresl 
and her baby. The mother had crawled 
to the front window and succeeded In 
grasping the sill when 
sbe was suffo- 


cated. In her arms lay the body of her 
child. 


On the third floor in an apartment 


where a Hallowe'en party w;is being 
held, John O'Toole, one of the occu- 
pants, started to go to the street- He 
was met by a volume of smoke as he 
opened the door. He ran to the fire es- 
cape, followed by ail those in the fiat, 
with the exception of his mother, whose

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Ovir Cora Crop and the Uses to Which It Is Put 
S 


O much of the corn crop oC the 


country hua already been bar-. 
vested that all fears of a dlsas-, 
trous uhortage have been dis- 


pelled. 
At one time it was thought 


that'the crop would be a. practical fail- 
ure owing to the lateness of the sea- 
son. But Dame Nature, whose frowns 
had been frequent in the early summer, 
later smiled her jileasanlest smile, with 
the result that the crop in the main 
may be said to be surprisingly good. 
And the corn area of the United States 
is no niggardly part-el of land, and, al- 
though we are accustomed to hear of 
tho "four great corn states," it is a 
fact that this grain la cultivated from 
the most easterly county of Maine to 
Puget sound and from the Bed river 
valley almost to the Everglades of 
Florida. This H i« that has. enabled 
the United States to take rank as the 
greatest: corn country in the world, 
and it is this also that has given im- 
petus to the many industries which 
owe their being to the manifold uses 
to which corn may he put, for corn is 
no longer regarded as a mere food 
product. That, of course, is its greatest 
value; but, astonishing as it may seem, 
there are today more than seventy 
products in general use having corn as 
a basin element, and the list is yearly 
growing longer. So Important is the 
byproduct utilization of corn deemed 
that several schools of technology, not- 
ably the Massachusetts Stale Institute 
of Technology, where tho question was 
first looked into by students, deem it 
one of the most Important branches of 
atudy in their theoretical laboratories 
and are in no small measure giving val- 
uable assistance and timely hints to 
our manufacturers. 


Undoubtedly the leading byproduct ot 


corn is starch, which was first extract- 
ed nearly seventy years jgo by Thomas 
Kingsford, an English chemist who had 
a laboratory nt Bergen, N. J-, and to- 
day nearly all .the starch used in the 
United States is made from corn. The 
modern process of extraction is simple 
and yet very Interesting-. Thn shelled 
corn is placed in huge vats, 1,000 bush- 
els of corn to 8,000 gallons of water, 
and into these vats a small proportion 
of sulphuric acid is poured, the effect 
of the acid being to soften the kernel 
and release the glutinous matter. Aft- 
er standing in the vats for nearly a day 
and a half the water is withdrawn, and 
the residuary mass Is passed through 
mills, being ultimately given another 
bath somewhat similar to the first. The 
stnrch then remains at the bottom of 
the vats, whence It is removed, dried 
and sold for cooking, laundering or can- 
dy making purposes. Even the water in 
which the grain has been washed is 
not wasted, f«r chemists have found a 
way of extracting from it phosphates 
and albuminoids. 


Glucose is another exceedingly valu 


able corn Byproduct. 
Together with 


grape sugar, it is a derivative of corn- 
starch, the process of obtaining it being 
very complicated and Involving the use 


of carbonate of soda, muriatic acid and1 
great pressure. Confectioners use the 
jlucose in large quantities, and it Is 
argely employed in making preserves 
and fruit sirups. For long there was a 
great prejudice against H. us it was 
deemed a harmful Ingredient, but chem- 
ists have to no -small extent removed 
this prejudice by tests which go to 
show that the glucose Is a healthful 
product. 
The grape sugar goes to 


brewers and wine makers and differs 
from cane sugar in that it does not nat- 
urally crystallize. A year or so ago, 
however, a St. Louis man took out pat- 
ents for a process of making the grape 
sugar crystallize, and It Js said that he 
is upbuilding a profitable industry. 


Even before the corn becomes starch 


two valuable byproducts are extracted 
from it, corn bran and gluten meal, 
both of which are cattle foods rich in 
albuminous .substances. They are com- 
monly used, for example, on dairy 
farms, where they are mixed with the 
ordinary fodder for the purpose of im- 
proving the quality and quantity of the 
milk. The starch itself yields still an- 
other derivative, dextrin, which Is put 
o many uses. By treating it with ni- 
tric acid and baking it the dextrin af- 
fords a good substitute for gum arable 
and aa such is employed wherever a

Into stover, or cattle food. Is one of the 
mont interesting features of the corn 
harvest.

The corn on this cob does not dif- 
fer materially from that raised in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Iowa or other noted 
corn states, but the cob is very solid 
and hard as oak. 
After the cobs are 


brought in from the bottoms they are 
seasoned for two or three years before 
belnff turned Into pipes. They bring the 
growers about a cent and a half a 
pound, sometimes as high as 2 cents 
a pound, and some Missouri farmers
